publicans in Greenfield last Monday 
evening. Olaf Hoff, Jr., of Turners 
Falls was appointed temporary chair- 
man of the meeting and Northfield 
was represented by Mr. T. F: Darby, 
Chairman of our Town Committee. 

Mr. Haigis was authorized to ap- 
point another nominating committee 
of five to draw up a slate of perma- 
nent officers, draft a constitution and 
to arrange for another meeting which 
will probably take the form of a 
sendoff dinner for Mrs. Mary Pratt 
Potter, delegate-at-large and Rev. 
Margaret Barnard, alternate, prior to 
their departure for the Republican 
convention at Chicago. 

Tonight’s meeting was attended by 
about forty persons and ten towns of 
the county were represented. 

Mrs. Potter was introduced and 
spoke briefly and then she introduced 
Judge Jacob Asher of Worcester, 
member of the Republican state com- 
mittee, who spoke at length concern- 
ing the necessity of concerted Repub- 
lican effort leading up to the ap- 
proaching election. ‘The country can 
not afford to throw out the Republi- 
can party now, just when its leaders 
have acquired so much valuable ex- 
perience in this period of abnormal- 
cy,’ Judge Asher said. ‘‘The country 
cannot afford to reject Hoover at this 
time for a man whose only qualifica- 
tion for the presidency is his desire 
for the job.

“One of the happy surprises of our 


time is the discovery that religion can 
do without theology, that in fact reli- 
gion is more prosperous without it. 
Ths discovery is a relief beyond ex- 
pression. 


“All down through the centuries 


Christians have assumed that their re- 
ligion somehow grew out of a series 
of theological propositions. 
England ancestors taught their chil-

dren with the first letter of the alpha- 
bet that ‘in Adam’s fall we sinned all’ 
and they felt that they were laying 


the foundation for Christian charac- 


ter in the children. They got this idea 
from St. Paul, and now we know that 
Paul was mistaken. 

‘“‘When the Emperor Conatantins, 
1600 years ago, proclaimed Christian- 
ity as the religion of the Roman em- 
pire, his first thought was to call a 


great council to define in theological 
terms what Christianity is. The meet- 


ing of that council was one of the 
greatest-calamities of human history. 
For it fixed in\the minds of men that 
orthodox Christianity is a theology, 
and it began the long, disastrous his- 
tory of sectarian strife. 

“What is religion? It is reverence 
for God and trust in his wisdom and 
love. It is true neighborliness and 
helpfulness. It is sympathy. It is 
love for children. It is responsiveness 
to moral beauty. It is the sweet re- 
finement of Jesus. It is victory over 
animal passions and. all the brute im- 
pulses of the jungle. 

“Of course even after the council 
of Nicaea, the religion of Jesus went 
on transforming lives and bringing 
around every year the holy inspira- 
tions of Christmas and Easter. But 
it was disastrously handicapped. The 
white horse of love and the black 
horse of bigotry never pulled togeth- 
er. And so we got the contentious, 
ineffective sects of today. 

“Now at last it has dawned on a 
few of us that the creeds and theo- 
logies never belonged with what 
Jesus had in mind. Like men awak- 
ened from nightmare, we rub our 
eyes and hardly dare to believe the 
good news they tell us. Andrew D. 
White wrote a famous book entitled, 
“The Warfare of Science with Theolo- 
gy.’ Now we are ready for another— 
‘The Warfare of Religion with Theol- 
ogy, and the Final Victory.” 

“Tf only it had been voted at Nicaea 
that religion is not a metaphysical the- 
ory but a life, a spirit, an atmosphere 
of love, a perfect intellectual freedom 
how different the story of these 16 
distracted centuries would have been! 
Still, it is not too late now to return 
to the plain path that was forsaken 
so long ago.” 


Physical Directors 
Had Fine Conference 


The 13th annual get-together of the 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island Phy- 
sical Directors of the Y. M. C. A., 
ended its three-day sessions at the 
Chateau of the Northfield Hotel last 
Friday. 

The program began last Wednesday 
when the meeting was called to order 
by the chairman, J. Boulter of 
Haverhill. After a short address by 
the president, G. G. Wuchter of Fall 
River, and the reeling of the secre- 
tary’s report by G. L. Listman of the 
State Executive Office in Boston, the 
conference listened to an address on 
“The Character Value of Physical Ed- 
ucation, with a Special Emphasis on 
Competitive Sports,’’ by Professor 
eee J. Hickox of Springfield Col- 
ege. 

“The personality,” Professor Hick- 
ox declared, ‘‘is the totality of our 
reactions to situations. . At present, 
we in America have not yet deter- 
mined whether we are going to be so- 
cially or individually minded. The in- 
dividual or competitive motive rules 
our attitude not only in sports, but in 
all phases of activity.” 

“Our sportsmanship is almost anta- 
gonistic to the winning-at-all-odds 
spirit,” the speaker went on to say. 
“Largely through inheritance, tennis 
shows the ideal spirit of sportsman- 
ship toward which we should strive. 
In contrast, there is the razzing and 
bullying attitude on the part of both 
players and spectators in baseball,” 
Professor Hickox concluded. 

James Cookson of Lawrence presid- 
ed at the Thursday morning session. 
Professor Hickox again spoke to the 
conference, the topic being ‘‘The Edu- 
cational Value of Physical Educa- 
tion.” In the afternoon meeting, C. 
E. Robertson of West Springfield pre- 
sided, while the principal address was 
given by Dr. Peter V. Karpovitch of 
Springfield College. His subject was 
“The Relation Between the Blood Cir 
culation and Respiration.” 

A business meeting followed. Then 
there was an address by Horace W. 
Woodberry, Jr., State Chairman of 
the Physical Education Committee, on 
the topic, “Our Obligation to our 
Members.” 

The banquet was held Thursday 
evening in the main dining room, with 
G. G. Wuchter of Fall River presid- 
ing. The entertainment committee 
was composed of C. E. Robertson, 
chairman, Springfield; B. W. Beaman, 
Holyoke; E. W. Forbes, Northampton; 
M. F. Furey, Springfield; and é. Ww. 
Parkhurst, Pittsfield. 

The program was continued 
through Friday with the presentation 
of many practical questions and a dis- 
cussion of work and methods. Sports 
were held in the afternoon and most 
of the delegates departed for home in 
the evening.
